NOTICE OF PUBLIC HEARING 

Pursuant to Rhode Island Gen. Laws §39-1, the Public Utilities Commission (PUC) will 
conduct a public hearing on Tuesday, June 30, 2020 @ 9:30 A.M. in Hearing Room A at the 
PUC’s office located at 89 Jefferson Boulevard, Warwick, Rhode Island. The hearing will be 
streamed live at http://www.ustream.tv/channel/WqQyXw296dg. 

At this hearing, the PUC will examine the propriety of a filing by The Narragansett Electric 
Co. d/b/a National Grid for approval of the Company’s proposed 2021 Last Resort Service (LRS).  
The Company’s requirement to arrange for power supply for customer through Standard Offer 
Service (SOS) concludes at the end of 2020.  The LRS proposal, submitted pursuant to RIGL 39-1-
27.3(c), requires the Company to arrange for last resort power supply for customers who are not 
otherwise receiving electric service from a Non-regulated Power Producer or through Standard 
Offer Service.  The Procurement Plan includes procurement procedures, pricing options being 
sought and proposed terms of service for which LRS will be acquired for all customer groups.

Reference is made to Chapters 39-1, 39-3 and 42-35 of the Rhode Island General Laws.
